MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 

New Delhi, the 15 th June 1968 

SJl.O. 197 dt. 10th Jnac, 1968 In exercise of the powers conferred by 

Section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) and in supersession of the 
notification of the Central Government as contained in S.R.O. No. 87 dated 11th 
March, 1967, the Cantonment Board, Amibala, hereby imposes, with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government, Octroi (without refunds) on goods, motor 
vehicles and animals brought within the limits of Ambala Cantonment for con- 
sumption, use or sale as specified in the schedule hereto annexed: — 

Provided that: — 

(i) such octroi shall be charged on the gross weight of goods including 

packing, drums and other containers; 

(ii) in the case of any consignment carried by rail, octroi shall be charged 

on the actual weight of the consignment imported, or on the actual 
weight shown in the railway receipt whichever is the greater; 

(iii) when a consignment consists of two or more articles chargeable at 

different rates, each portion of the consignment shall be treated as 
a separate consignment; 

(iv) when an article, not specifically mentioned in the Schedule, falls under 

more than one item, Octroi shall be charged under the item carrying 
the highest rate; 

(v) in case the importer is not willing to have the package opened and 
assessed, octroi on the said consignment shall be chargeable at the 
highest rate shown in the Schedule; 

( 25 1 ) 
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(vi) If the amount leviable involves a fraction of a paisa, a full paisa shall 
be levied instead of such fraction; 

{ vii) for the purpose of computing the octroi payable, one kilogram shall 
be taken as the unit up to 10 kilograms. Above 10 kilograms the unit 
will be 5 kilograms. The fraction of a kilogram shall be rounded 
off to the next higher Kilogram or 5 kilograms as the case may be. 
For example 3.20 kilograms will be taken as 4.00 kilograms and 
11 Kilograms will be taken as 15 Kilograms- 

(viii) no octroi shall be levied in respect of the following articles, namely : — 

(1) Bona flde personal and household belongings of a person arriving to 

take up his residence in the Cantonment (imported not later than 
3 months of first arrival) and bona fide personal luggage of a 
traveller; 

(2) All road-making material imported by any Department of the 

Central Government, State Government, or the Cantonment Board, 
Ambala, provided that a certificate signed by a Gazetted Officer 
of the Department concerned or of the Executive Officer, Ambala 
Cantonment to the effect that such goods are the property of the 
Central Government, State Government or the Cantonment Board, 
Ambala, Is produced at the time of Import. 

(3) Gold and Silver bullion and coins, ornaments of gold and silver and 

jewellery brought for personal use; 

(4) Stamps, Stamp papers and petition papers; 

(ft) Head pads of grass and other fodder, dung, dung-cakes and bush 
woo'd; 

(0) Railway Stores and materials required for use on a railway whether 
in construction or for maintaining or working the same, booked 
under a railway credit note and not removed outside the railway 
boundaries. If accompanied by a certificate signed by a gazetted 
officer to that effect but not including stores imported for purchase 
or consumption by railway employees or stores intended for a 
railway co-operative stores for sale to its members and ail stores 
held in stock for auction and sale when removed outside (the 
railway limits; 

(7) Consignments imported by rail and either re-booked without delivery 

Ibeing taken or immediately exported under transit pass on the 
same day. 

(8) (a) Goods which before entering the octroi limits are the bona flde 

property of the Central Government or of the Cantonment Board, 
Ambala, if accompanied at the time of import by a certificate signed 
by a Gazetted Officer of the concerned Department or by the 
Cantonment Executive Officer, Amibala, to the effect that such 

f oods are the property of that Government or of the Cantonment 
loard, Ambala, as the case may be, and are not imported tor sale, 
(b) Where the goods imported originally under clause (a) axe subse- 
quently intended to be sold or become available for sale, notice to 
that effect shall be sent to the Cantonment Board, Ambala, by the 
Officer responsible for their import or sale immediately before the 
sale takes place and he shall be responsible to make payment of 
octroi to the Cantonment Board on the said good before the goods 
are removed from the site and before the title to the goods passes 
to the purchaser. 

Explanation . — Issue of stores to contractors against payment or adjust- 
ment for use in Central Government or Cantonment Board works 
shall not constitute all for the purpose of this provision.

S.R.O. No. 204 dt 10th June, 1968.— In exercise of the powers conferred Iby thd 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the follow- 
ing rules regulating the method of recruitment of Assistant Military Estates 
Officers (Technical) in the Military Lands and Cantonments Service, namely : — * 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Military 
Lands and Cantonments Service (Assistant Military Estates Officers — Technical) 
Recruitment Rules, 1968. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st January, 1967. 

2. Application, — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule here to annexed. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scales of pay. — The number of posts, 
their classification and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age -limit and other qualifications. — (The method of 
recruitment, age-limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall 
be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid; 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of pel-sons belonging to Scheduled Castes, or Scheduled Tribes 
or other special categories of persons in accordance with the general orders of 
the Central Government issued from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications, — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or 
who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the post; and 

(lb) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marrige, shall be eligible for appointment to the post; 

Provided that the Central Government, may, if satisfied that there aTe special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it 
is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing and in Consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons.
